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ABSTRACT

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Introduction 



The U.S. Department of Education and its predecessor— the U.S. Office of Education- 
have invested hundreds of millions of dollars in educational research across the past four decades. 
Much of this research was sponsored by the Department, via National Educational Research and 
Development (R & D) Centers. The R & D Centers carry out substantial research and 
development initiatives that address the most important national issues and problems in 
education. The R & D Centers program has produced an extensive body of research literature 
available to researchers, practitioners, and the public since 1966 through the Educational 
Resources Information Center (ERIC) database. 

The Department has a congressional mandate to develop, along with the National 
Educational Research Policy and Priorities Board, a national Research Priorities Plan— a 
comprehensive vision of the nation's need for knowledge about education over the next 5, 10, and 
15 years. If the plan is to be truly national in scope, it must reflect the active participation of 
teachers, education policy makers, the academic community, and foundations and other public 
and private groups that sponsor educational research. These participants need to know what 
research has already said about the major problems and issues in education. 

To fill this need and to make this information available, the National Library of 
Education (NLE) via its ERIC program initiated this project to put the full text of R & D Center 
documents on the familiar CD-ROM disc medium and to make this data fully searchable and 
viewable. The resultant product contains the bibliographic records (called resumes) of 
approximately 8,600 documents collected by the ERIC system from 1966 to December 30, 1996. 
It also contains the full text of about 5,300 documents collected by ERIC from 1980 to 1996. 
These records and documents together occupy 31 discs, as follows: Installation and Search Disk 
which contains: 8,600 document resumes (1966 to 1996); Disk 1-30: which contains the Full text 
of 5,300 documents (1980 to 1996). During the last quarter of 1997, an update of this project will 
include all the R & D Center products in the ERIC database from January to September 1997. 

The update will consist of a dated new Installation and Search Disk (resumes) and a new Disk 31 
and/or new 32 (full-text). The software informs a user which one of the discs contains the full 
text of a given document retrieved during a search. 

It was not feasible to capture the full text of all 8600 documents because this would have 
required an excessive number of discs. Documents prior to the 1980 cutoff are, however, still 
available in full text on ERIC microfiche and can be obtained in microfiche or paper copy from 
the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS) (800-443-ERIC; http://edrs.com). 

The criteria for inclusion in this product were: (1) funding or sponsorship by the U.S. 
Department of Education or its predecessors (e.g.. Office of Education, Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare; National Institute of Education); (2) preparation by one of the R & D 
Centers. Over the span of time involved, there were some 76 different R & D Center names used. 
Approximately 1,500 documents that were prepared by the R & D Centers, but not under the 
Department of Education sponsorship, were excluded in this project. 

The National Library of Education (NLE) offers this product as a step toward its goal 
of making high quality educational information accessible to all. 
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National Educational Research and Development Center Names 
Established in the ERIC Database 
(1966-1996) 

The following organizational names, representing the National Educational Research and 
Development Centers, were encountered during the period 1966-1996 and were established in 
ERIC’s authority list of organizational names (known as the Source Directory). In other words, 
these are the only R&D Centers known to ERIC. If there are other Centers not on this list, then 
that absence is attributable to the fact that no documents from that Center were ever contributed 
to ERIC. 

The name forms were established under ERIC’s standard guidelines for setting up 
corporate names. These name forms are heavily influenced by the way the name appears on the 
document itself. In other words, the way an organization refers to itself on its letterhead and 
formal publications is often the preferred name form. 

The eight-character alphanumeric codes appearing in parentheses after each name are the 
so-called "Source Codes" established by ERIC for each distinct name. Names may be searched 
on the CD-ROM database either under the words appearing in the name or by the Source Code. 

In some instances, the same institution appears in this list under two or more different 
name forms. This can be caused by any one of several factors, e.g.: (1) slight variations in the 
name as it appeared on documents, causing ERIC to establish more than one name; (2) variations 
in the physical location of the institution; (3) ERIC inadvertently setting up an institution one time 
under its host organization's name and a second time directly under its own name. If the variant 
name forms are alphabetically adjacent to one another, this situation is noted by bracketing the 
names together. If the names are not adjacent, the relationship between the two names is noted by 
cross-reference. Searches for the documents of any particular R&D Center should, of course, use 
all the variant name forms for the institution that might be indicated.

For Windows 3.1 or Windows 95/NT there are two installation options: 

Full Install 

Full Install requires approximately 26 megabytes of disk space. This option loads the 
entire NERDC text resume database on the local hard drive of your computer. The 
advantage of loading the text database on your hard drive is it will eliminate the need to 
continually swap the text CD when you load the graphics CD. It will also result in 
slightly quicker search results. 

Minimum Install 

Minimum Install requires approximately 6 megabytes of disk space. To search the 
NERDC text database you will need the NERDC “ Installation and Search Disk” CD- 
ROM loaded in your CD-ROM drive. After viewing each full-text document you will 
have to insert the “Installation & Search Disk ” in order to conduct another search.

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Navigating 



Navigation is the process of moving through the NERDC database to find the information you 
need. The NERDC infobase software uses the standard navigational keystrokes available on your 
computer for basic navigation: PAGE UP, PAGE DOWN, HOME and END, and the arrow 
keys. Other navigational tools are specific to VIEWS. 

The NERDC infobase consists of two parts. The first part contains the search database. The 
search database contains the document resumes or abstracts of all the documents in the NERDC 
collection. Documents from 1980 to present contain the full-text image of the document. In 
order to view the image click the “Select to View” icon. 




You will then be prompted to “Insert ERIC Graphics CD ROM # in drive D” (or other letter 
assigned to your CD-ROM drive). 




Once the correct Graphics CD is loaded, the full-text image of the selected document will 
automatically appear. 

To go back to searching click the “Backtrack” icon (SB) on the menu bar. This will take you 
back to initial search screen.

How to Search the NERDC Infobase 



The National Educational Research and Development Centers Database CD-ROM product 
consists of the document abstract (or resumes) of approximately 8,600 documents. 

When you perform a search, the NERDC software reports the number of documents that contain 
matches to your query. The NERDC software does not report the number of times a word appears 
in the entire database; rather, it reports the number of documents in which the word appears. 

All queries (searches) are entered into the Query dialog box or the search template. The dialog 
box performs two primary functions: it provides a place for you to enter the queries, and it 
presents feedback on your query through the Records with Hits results map.

Board, a national Research Priorities Plan--a comprehensive vision of the nation's need for knowledge about education 
over the next 5, 10, and 15 years.

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To initiate a search, open the NERDC infobase and press F2 or click the Query button. Searches 
are not case sensitive. Do not include punctuation in search terms. To perform a simple search 
type the word or words you want to locate. Press OK to be taken to the first hit. Press F3 for the 
next hit, F4 to return to a previous hit. You may also use the Next and Previous buttons for this 
purpose.

For example: B??l will pick up bell, bill, and bull. Sub* will pick up subject, 
substance, substitute, etc. 
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Phrase and Proximity Searches: 



Place phrases in quotes, e.g., "Early Reading". Phrases are not indexed, so 
phrase searches take longer. 



Ordered: 

"Early Reading"/5 returns all occurrences of Early followed by Reading within 5 ’ 
words. 

Unordered: 

"Early Reading" @5 returns all occurrences of Early and Reading within 5 words 
regardless of which word occurs first. 

Press FI when the query dialog is open for a comprehensive review of all commands 
available during queries. 
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Query Template 






The Query Template is a specialized query that allows you to find a particular word (or words) in 
the abstract portion of each entry.

You may specify an OR query by placing a vertical bar ( I ) or the word "or" between two words. 

For example, the following queries below produce the same results: 

reading I writing 
reading or writing 

(The vertical bar I is located above the backslash on many keyboards.) 

You may specify a NOT search by placing a caret ( A ) or the word "not" (not enclosed in quotes) 
before a word. For example, the following queries produce the same results:

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Viewing Full-Text Documents 



The NERDC infobase consists of two parts. The first part contains the search database. The 
search database contains the document resumes of all the documents in the NERDC collection. 
Documents from 1980-present contain the full-text image of the document. In order to view the 
image click the “Select to View” icon. 






You will then be prompted to “Insert ERIC Graphics CD ROM # in drive D” (or other letter 
assigned to your CD-ROM drive). 




Once the correct Graphics CD is loaded, the full-text image of the selected document will 
automatically appear. 



To go back to searching click the “Backtrack” icon (lll£d) on the menu bar. This will take you 
back to initial search screen. 
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Using the Zoom Viewer To View Full-Text Documents 



The NERDC software includes a zoom viewer which allows a single page from a document to be 
viewed from 10% to 150% of original screen size* To start the zoom viewer double click on the 
document page image. Click the zoom bar on the zoom viewer to change the zoom percentage. 
To view another page in the zoom viewer, close the zoom viewer and then double click on the 
next document page image to be viewed with the zoom viewer. 
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Shadow Files - for Advanced Users 



CD-ROM users must create and use shadow files to annotate their infobase. 

Shadow Files 

Shadow files allow you to store changes to an infobase without directly affecting the 
original information in the master infobase. Anything which you can do in an infobase 
may be done in a shadow file. When the infobase resides on a CD-ROM, using shadow 
files that reside on a writable drive (e.g. C:) is the only way a user can place notes, create 
links, add bookmarks, and apply highlighters. 

To create a shadow file, the master infobase must first be opened. From the menu select 
File, then New. Specify Folio Shadow as the file type. Name the file and keep the .SDW 
extension associated with it. Make sure the path specifies a subdirectory on a writable 
drive. Press OK. The word "Shadow" will appear as part of the title at the screen top. The 
infobase view is unchanged, but any annotations placed in the file will be retained in the 
shadow file. In subsequent sessions users may open the shadow file directly. Begin Folio 
Views, then select File, Open. Specify Folio Shadow as the file type. Double click on the 
file name to open and use the shadow file again. If a master file is already open users may 
close it, then select File, Open, Shadow. 
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Personal Annotations - for Advanced Users 



Users may only annotate an infobase if it is on a writable drive. CD-ROM users must 
either move the infobase to the drive or make a shadow file and use the shadow file for 
annotations. 

Bookmarks hold your place in an infobase from session to session. If you find 
information of interest, add a bookmark so you can find the information later. Each 
bookmark may be up to 127 characters long, allowing you to describe the place you are 
holding with great detail. VIEWS allows up to 1000 bookmarks in the same infobase. 
Insert the cursor where you wish to place a bookmark. (Do not place bookmarks inside 
words.) Press CTRL+M, type your bookmark description and press OK. To open your 
bookmark, press CTRL+M, select the bookmark and press OK. 

Notes allows you to place notes in the margin. Each paragraph in the infobase may have 
one note, if desired. The text of the note appears in a popup window. When you are not 
viewing the text of the note, the note appears as a small icon next to the paragraph where 
it was placed. Press CTRL+N, type the text of your note. Press Escape to close the note, 
then press Save. 

Highlighter allows you to highlight sections of an infobase as you might with a highlight 
pen and printed text. To create a highlight style, press CTRL+H. Enter a descriptive 
name for your highlight. Select Character. To make a yellow highlighter, select 
Background, then double click on Yellow. Follow the dialog options to save your 
selection and return to the text. Now select the text you want to highlight. (Hold down the 
left mouse button and move the cursor along the text.) Press CTRL+H, double click on 
your highlight selection and return to your text. Click once to deselect the text and view 
the result. 

Popups are similar to notes but are attached to text or objects. To create a popup, select 
some text as you would to create a highlight. From the customize window, select Popup, 
enter your personal annotation, press Escape and save the result. Double click on the 
selected text to view the popup. 

Notes, Highlights and Popups are immediately indexed and separately searchable.
